- In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 99 of the Kerala Land Reforms Act, 1963 ( 1 of 1964 ) ; the 
GO nment of Kerala hereby constitute seven Land Tribunals , each 
having jurisdiction over the whole of the State, consisting of the 
officers mentioned in column ( 2 ) of the Schedule below and with 
headquarters at the place mentioned against each in column ( 3 ) 
thereof for the purpose of performing the following functions of 
the Land Tribunal under the said Act, namely : 
( 1 ) determination under section 66 of the annuity payable to 

religious, charitable or educational institutions of a public 

nature ; and 
( 2 ) assignment of the right, title and interest of the land 

owners and intermediaries in respect of the holdings ve:sted 
in the Government under section 72 and in respect of 
which annuity has been determined , to the cultivaring 
tenants of those holdings .

The annuity applications are now determined by the different 
Land Tribunals constituted under the Kerala Land Reforms Act. 
It may take plenty of time for determination and cases are likely 
t be held up by delay with a single Land Tribunal, although the 
of ter Land Tribunals concerned may have decided their cases . 
Gvernment therefore feel it necessary to constitute 7 special Land 

Ti bunals (Munsiffs ) giving them Special jurisdiction for dealing 
wh annuity applications only . Hence the above 7 special Land 
Tibunals presided over by Munsiffs are constituted . 
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
